A—Under the present charter, th 


Police. Fire, Health, Water, Piibll 
Worke and Welfare Boards, and the 
City Clerk's office operate as separate 
and distinct units - of government 
Each board purchases its own ma- 
terials and supplies, audits its own 
vouchers, pays 'its own bills and 
keeps its own books. Checks in pay- 
ment of bills and payrolls are made 
out by the secretary-of'the various 
boards, are signed by the secretaries 
and presidents of the boards : and 
then delivered to the City Treasurer, 
jrho also signs them.- Sometimes 
those delegated to sign checks are 
out of town, which seriously inter- 
feres with the city's-business. Bills 
irei audited and approved at the 
monthly meetings, of the various 
board. 
Under the -present- system, 


with Its frequent delays, it is not 
always possible to take advantage of 
trade discounts and the-city Is the 
loser thereby. Merchants sometimes 
have had to wait a considerable time 
for their money.

and supplies will be purchased on 


, requisition for all' city departments 


by one agency, instead of by seven 
boards as at present. Bids must be 
obtained 
on

purchases 
over 


•5250.00. This should save a. consid- 
erable amount of money. , Before or- 


I Vders.'for materials are issued, they 


must first be approved by the Com- 
missioner of Finance, -who must cer- 
tify that funds are available for that 
.purpose. He must immediately, and 
before the order is issued, charge the 
amount of the purchase to the proper 
appropriation account. 
This places 


the' responsibility for 
deficits and 


over-expenditures of public 
funds 


squarely up to the Commissioner of 
.Finance, who is' elected-by the peo- 
ple and must answer to the people.

So they passed a state Jaw 
which requires dtles of the first and 
second class (orer 50,000) to Install 
systems such as are now incorporated 
'.in the new charter. The adoption of 
the new charter will insure to the 
city of Kingston such a new system, 
which will materially Increase the ef- 
ficiency of our local government and 
should result la substantial savings 
to the taxpayers of the city who pay 
the bill.

State Praised for Lack 
Of Graft in Relief Units 


Albany, N. Y., May 27 (Jp)—New 


York state has been "outstanding in 
the union for Infrequeney of graft 
and political exploitation of misery 
la the handling of millions of dol- 
lars for the jobless, the state tem- 
porary relief administration reported 
today. 


The report, presented to Governor 


Herbert H. Lehman by Chairman Al- 
fred H. Schoellkopf of Buffalo, and 
the five members of the administra- 
tion, struck back at charges of "in- 
efficiency" hurled during the 1935 
session of the legislature. 


Non-political selection 'of adminis- 


trative personnel on a merit basis 
both in TERA and In the local re- 
lief 
organizations throughout 
the 


state, the report said, "has result- 
ed In New York state's being out- 
standing In the union for Infrequen- 
cy of graft and political exploitation 
of misery." 


During the past session of the leg- 


islature Democratic Senate 
Leader 


John J. Dunnigan proposed a full in- 
vestigation of TERA "to see what 
ii being done" with the millions dis- 
bursed for 
relief. His resolution, 


which followed New "York city reve- 
lations that money was being spent 
there for Instruction In "boondog- 
gling" and dancing, died in commit- 
tee when he failed to press for adop- 
tion. 


The report pointed out that the 


central operating expense of the 
TERA average $172,465 a month, or 
less than one per cent of its dis- 
bursements. 
Local administrative 


costs were estimated at 10 per cent 
of disbursements. 


The report showed the rate of In- 


crease in relief has been lessening 
"giving hope that the end of In- 
crease in need might be In sight," 
and emphasized. the 
necessity 
for 


"more long-term planning" for the 
future.

Approximately 2,200,000 
persons 


were dependent on public unemploy- 
ment relief In all forma last March, 
an Increase of ten per cent of the 
corresponding month a year ago. A 
total of 1284,829,953 in relief funds 
was expended during the last year, 
It was shown.
